names registered in his office is 
only a small proportion of the to­ 
tal in Gettysburg and Adams coun­ 
ty. 
The law does not apply to 
corporations. 
Blanks Are Available 
Mr. Allison will furnish blanks 
on which the information necessary 
for the 
filing of the 
fictitious 
name, style or designation of local 
business with him may be made. 
In order to file the name with the

blanks for that purpose may be 
had by writing to that 
official at 
Harrisburg.
